AWFUL CYCLONE IN EASTERN KANSAS. 


Twenty Persons Killed and Thirty Houses 
Blown to Ruins. 

Perry, Kas., June 21.—[Special.[—The 
most destructive and death-dealing cyclone 
that ever visited Eastern Kansas passed 
through Williamstown and the surrounding 
country in Jefferson County abeut 7 o’clock 
this evening. It traveled southeast and took 
in a scope of country half a mile wide and 
about six miles long. Not a house, barn, or 
tree was left standing in its path. It was ac- 
companied by a terrible rain-storm and mid- 
night darkness. Eleven dead bodies have so 
far been discovered, and it is known that at 
least five more were killed.

CYCLONE AT ST. JOSEPH, MG. 


Houses, Timber, and Crops Destroyed by a 
Destructive Windstorm, 

Sr. Joszrpx, Mo., June 21.—A destructive 
cyclone passed south of this city late this 
afternoon. At Lake Contrary, a summer re- 
sort four miles south, a section of timber was 
blown down, several houses destroyed, and the 
growing crops badly damaged. The cyclone 
struck the grounds of the Lake 
Park Driving Association and tore down 
and carried away the grand stand and 
nearly all the stables. The loss will amount 
to about $4,000. A Santa Fé train which was 
standing on the tracks was hemmed in by 
trees being blown across the track, and the 
trainmen were obliged to wait fora wrecking 
crew to clear the road. No loss of life is re- 
ported. Dispatches received from points 
north of this city report a fearful storm in 
Polk, Nodaway, and Atchison Counties. 

Hamiuron, Mo., June 21.—About 6 p.m. 
this city was visited by one of the severest 
wind and rain storms in its history. The 
stone fronts of E. F. Daly’s and John Cook’s 
houses were blown in and the buildings other- 
wise damaged. Many small buildings are 
down, and in all parts of the city trees and 
outbuildings have suffered, but, so far as 
known, no person was hurt.

FANS STIR UP A ROW. 


A OONOESSIONNAIRE OBJECTS TO 
THEIR BEING GIVEN AWAY. 


He Has the Privilege for the Sale of These 
Needed Articles and Endeavors toe Pre- 
vent a Sewing-Machine Company from 
Disposing of 2,000,000 It Had Made for 
the Exposition—A Free Fight Almost 
Ensues, but the Machine People Finally 
Triumph. , 


Another concessionnaire’s right have been | 


trampled upon in the World’s Fair grourds. 
This time it is the man who got the privilege 


from the World’s Fair to sell fans inside the. 


grounds, and his cause for complaint is. that 
exhibiters are giving away fans as advertise- 
ments to visitors, who thereupon refuse to 
purchase of his stock. 

Yesterday afternoon there was almost a 
riot in the east gallery of the Manufactures 
Building because of an attempt made by a 


> sewing machine company to give away fans 
of the Japanese variety, made of split bam-° 


boo and covered on either side with rice paper 
containing an advertisement for the. firm. 
The man whose concession was at stake heard 
of the outrage being perpetrated and he 
rushed up-stairs three steps ata time, full of 
indignation anda determination to protect 
his rights at any cost. He called upon 
the sewing machine people and demanded that 
they should immediately cease giving fans to 
visitors. Asthe machine company had or- 
dered 2,000,000 of these fans to be given 
away during the Exposition, and asthey would 
be of no value for any other purpose, the 
manager naturally refused to comply with the 
demand. Then the fan concessionnaire got 
two Columbian Guards to stand in, front of 
the exhibit and prevent the fans being given 
away. Thesewing machine company got a 
half dozen men inside the exhibit, each of 
whom was supplied with an armful of fans, 
and they trampled upon the blue-coated au- 
thority of the Columbian Guards and jeered 
at the concessionnaire, who stood by. The Co- 
lumbian Guards kept the visitors from get- 
ting near enough to be han@ed fans, but the 
young men dexterously threw them out into 
the middle of the crowd which blocked the 
aisle on either side. There was almost a riot 
for awhile and finally the fan man called on 
Chief Allison of the Department of Manufact- 
ures to interfere in his behalf. The Chief hap- 
pened to be fanning himself with ®*one of the 
identical fans atthe time, and he replied to 
his caller that it was no funeral of his. The 
result was that during the last half of the aft- 
ernoon the machine company gave away more 
fans than it had counted on giving out in a 
week. is . 

The baking powder men in the Agricultural 
Building and other exhibiters scattered through 
the various buildings are giving away fans, 
but the fan concessionnaire has either over- 
looked the fact or is détermined to make a 
test case of the sewing machine -.company. 
Stands are placed about in several of the build- 


ings where the concessionnaire having the fan 


privilege offers his wares for sale. His.stock 
consists principally of “‘ jumping-jack ”’ fans 
and fans of the folding sort with pictures of 
Exposition buildings and scenes about the 
grounds printed on them. Butso far as is 
known there is no place where one may buy 
an ordinary palm leaf fan to serve as a pro- 
tection against the hot weather. This theory 
of there being no palm leaf fans on the 
grounds is borne out by the .enterprising 
young men who infest the viaduct

SUNDAY MAY BE THE 25-CENT DAY. 


The Rate, However, Cannot Go Into Effect 
for Two Weeks. 


Members of the Council of Administration.

week from next Sunday. The suggestion of 
the City Council fora people’s day resolved 
itself into one of expediency with the Coun- 
cil, and inasmuch as the Fair had been opened 
Sunday for the benefit of the people the opin- 
ion prevailed that Sunday was the proper day 
for a reduced admission fee.

Thus far the management has shown no dis- 
position to request exhibiters to keep their 
displays uncovered unless they choose to 
do so.

BUOYS DO NOT SHINE. 


EXPOSITION OFFIOIALS FAIL TO FUR- 
NISH THE CURRENT.

When the Button Is Pressed Not One of 
the Electric Lamps Which Are to Mark 


the Course by Night| Between the City’ 


* and Fair Emits a Glimmer—Capt. Brice 
and Mr. Henry Are Angry and Some- 
body Will Hear from Them=They Say 
They Will Build a Plant of Their Own.

the power plant at Jacksdn Park ** went back 
on them ”’ at the most critical moment in the 
history of their careers. 
tion as experts in the matter of 
lighting harbors with electricity was at 
stake, therefore when they confidently ex- 
pected to surprise Chicago with an exhibition 
of their skill by illuminating the dark waters 
of Lake Michigan with a line of incandescent 
buoys. 

Capt. Brice represented Uncle Sam as Su- 
perintendent in the laying of a cable betWeen 
the two piers, a distance of seven miles, to 
which has been attached thirteen buoy signal 
lights to mark by night the way to the Fair, and 
at the same time serve asan Exposition exhibit 
made by the government, for the purpose of 
demonstrating that seacoast harbors can be 
better lighted in this way than any other. 
Mr. Henry is the inventor of the system used. 

Having completed their part of the work, 
last night was the time set to make a test. At 
7 o’elock the Captain, accompanied by Mrs. 
Brice and Mr. Henry, walked out to 
the little. station at the farther end 
of Jackson Park pier. The Captain 
twisted a small button attached to what he 
indicaged as being the buoy switch board. 
Everybody peered intently out over the sur- 
face of the lake, expecting to see a procession 
of lights glimmer in the darkness. But they 
looked in vain. No lights could be seen. Capt. 
Brice turned his attention to the apparatgis, 
thinking that possibly something might be 
wrong there, but could discover noth- 
ing. Then Mr. Henry attached a 
dynometer to the circuit box, and 
said: “ We have only got one-fifth the 
power we Ought to have.”” Stepping to the 
other side, he took hold of a small wooden 
handle, raised it up, and as he did so all the 
buoys that could be seem from that point 
flashed a brilliant glare of bright star-like 
rays that shone resplendent on the rippling 
water. Then he lowered the handle and the 


‘lights went out. 


“There is the trouble,’”’ exclaimed Capt. 
Brice. ‘‘ They haven't given us enough power. 
I don’t understand the reason for disappoint- 
ing us at such a time. This enterprise is of 
more importance to the people and to the gov- 
ernment than any other one thing connected 
with the Fair.”’ 

Then the Captain related how he had worked 
hard for four weeks and spent $30,000 on the 
assurance of the World’s Fair authorities be- 
fore anything was done that he could and 
would have all the power he wanted whenever 
he got ready for it. He also stated that he 


_had been to see Mr.- Pierce, chief of the 


Power Plant Department, yesterday and the 
day before and on each visit was positively 
assured that. when he got ready to turn the 
current into the buoy cable it would be there 


*« Of course the success: of this system of 
buoys means a great deal to us,’”’ said Mr. 
Henry, ** and we had hoped te have sufficient 
power to make a thorough test. Iam satis- 
fied that the system is all right, although this 
lack of poWer has prevented us from showing 
it. This line of buoys is on an entirely dif- 


. ferent plan from the one in New York Harbor, 


as all these thirteen lamps are on one cable, 
and there each lamp has two cables. It is the 
first time that this plan has ever been used. 
If the power plant of the Exposition does not 
furnish us with enough electricity very soon 
we will put up our own engines and dynamos 
and run it separately. The amount of power 
required is only about ten horse-power, and 
they have only given us about two tonight.” 

Commander Bob Evans of Washington will 
be here next week to accept the exhibit on 
behalf of the government.

FIRST “REGULAR” NIGHT A FAILURE,

There Are Few Attractions and the People 
Go Home, 

The Fair is to be open every night hereafter 
and last night was the’first of the “* regular ”’ 
as distinguished from the “ special nights.”’ 
It. was: also distinguished by an almost total 
lack of attractions. When it got to be 8 
o'clock and there were no signs of music in 
the band stands, or of the electric fountains, 
or of even the MacMonnies fountain, the 
crowd began to make anxious inquiries of the 
Columbian Guards. The guards were unable 
to give any satisfaction, saying that no in- 
formation had been given them. The conse- 
quence was that thousands left the grounds. 
Just before 9 o’clock the electric. fountains 
were started, but. the display largely resem- 
bled a series of tests rather’ than an elaborate 
exhibit of the beauties af the fountains. The 
Electricity Building attracted many, as usual, 
and some of the search lights were in opera- 
tion. The crowd was not large.

WORDS FROM PARTISANS OF SILVER. 


Demonetizers Are Held Kesponsible for Its 
Depreciation in Value. 

The papers presented at the morning ses- 
sion of the Congress of Bankers and Finan- 
ciers' were of an. historical and descriptive 
character and were read by State delegates in 
response to roll call. "Papers were read by 
the representatives of idaho, Michigan, Mic- 
souri, Mississippi, Nebraska, Onio, and Okla- 
homa. 

R. F. Buller of Idaho defined his position 
on the silver question as follows: 

In common with the inhabitants of all other 
silver producing States we cannot help deprecat- 
ing the extraordinary'and what appears to us to 
be the unroasonable and unaccountable hostility 
to silver which seems to have arisen within the 
last twenty years. It is a fact which if generally 
known seems to be persistently overlooked by the 
enemies of silver that up to the time it was de- 
monetized in 1873 the market value of the metal 
in a silver dollar was greater than in a gold dol- 
lar, and further that during all the time from 
1840 until 1873 the ratio between the two metals 
never fluctuated more than from 15.40 to 1 to 
15.90 to 1. It is the fashion to attribute the 
present low and declining price of silver to over- 
production, ignoring the effect of its demonetiza- 
tion, but in view of the fact that it has main- 
tained its parity with gold from the days of Abra- 
ham, who is said “to have great. wealth in sil- 
ver,” until 1873, in spite of the enormous produc- 
tion of Spain, Peru, and other silver countries of 
South American, I cannot help concluding that 
the demonetisers are to blame for its deprecia- 
tion. 

T. C. Sherwood described the resources of 
the State of Michigan, and said that although 
the output of refined copper in 1892 was 107,- 
200,000 pounds the State is not asking to 
have the metal coined into pennies and made 
a legal tender. : 

‘* May 1,” he said, “the 149 banks and 
three trust companies then incorporated re- 
ported their assets as $84,276,584. At the 
same time the 103 national banks reported 
total assets of $75,722,442. The deposits of 
the State banks May 4 were $65,533,057 . 
and of the national banks $41,056,961. 

Dr. P. W. Peeples of Mississippi 
touched on the silver question as follows: 

It may be proper that I should say in this con- 
nection that it is not the opinion of our most con- 
servative financiers that the operation of the 
Sherman law is wholly responsible for the exist- 
ing trouble, but that itis fraught with sufli- 
cient danger to induce a wise statesmanship to 
repeal it. It seems certain that monetary troub!+ 
will surely follow a continued outflow of vol- 
umes of currency redeemable in a contracting 
supply of gold. 

homas H. Wilson of Cleveland said: “* A 
complete review of the laws pertaining to 
banking and taxation in the State of Ohio 
would afford an excellent illustration of the 
capriciousness of that’ great compound of 
folly, weakness, prejudice, wrong feeling, 
right feeling, obstinacy, and newspaper 
paragraphs called public opinion.”

FISH FROM THE PACIFIC OCEAN. 
Anemones, Cod, and Other Members of the 
Finny Tribe Arrive at ithe Fair. 

Twenty-three varieties of Pacific Ocean 
fish were received yesterday morning by the 
United States Fish Commission and placed in 
the aquarium in the east enil of Fisheries 
Building. In-the collection are fifty ancmones, 
eighteen viviparous cod, eighteen viviparous 
perch, thirteen red cod, twelve star fish, and a 
magnificent. specimen of wolf fish taken thir- 
ty miles out at sea. A twenlty-two-ray star 
fish is one of the finest spetimens of that 
species ever placed on exhibition. Two small 
sharks, six pogies, two sea urchins, eight pipe 
worms, six large crabs, snaiis, bull heads, 
kelps, skates, flounders, torpedoes, and cusks 
make up the rest of the collection.

Baring, Magoun & Co. of New York Ship 
$500,000 from London. 

Wasnuineton,: D, C., June 21.~United 
States Treasurer Morgan, today received -a 
cablegram from London staring that Baring, 
Magoun & Co. of New York and London had 
shipped $500,000 of gold to the United 
States. This is the first shipment of foreign 
gold in any considerable quantity to the 
United States during the present month and 
is looked upon as showing that the tide in 
gold exports from this country to Eufope has 
turned. 

For the last three weeks no gold has been 
exported from New York to Europe... As a 
consequence the Treasury Department has 
been gaining gold during that period, the net 
gold balance today standing at $94,050,310.

MRS, KNEIR GUILTY OF FORGERY. 


She Pleads Guilty and Will Be Sentenced 
Today. 

Mrs. Mary Kneir, who was formerly the 
manager of the Woman’s Christian Temper- 
ance Restaurant in Arcade court, pleaded 
guilty to two charges of forgery in Judge 
Ewing’s court yesterday. In 1891 Mrs. 
Kneir severed her connection with the Blue 
Ribbon Restaurant and started a rival con- 
cern on Michigan avenue, near Twenty-sec- 
ond street. She bought nearly all of her fur- 
nishing’ on credit, and when the place was de- 
stroyed by fire shortly after Amatie Knessner, 
a Twenty-second street furniture dealer, held 
her note for $600. The insurance com panies 
refused to pay theloss. Meanwhile the note fell 
due. Mrs. Kneir entered suit against the in- 
surance companies for $2,700, and went to 
work for Mrs. Mary M. Hobbs, No. 8438 La 
Salle avenue, as housekeeper. In- order to 
take up the note held by Knessner and meet 
other debts, she forged the name of George J. 
Williams, a private banker, to a note for 
$600. The forgeries were not discovered un- 
til last July, when Mrs. Kneir was threatened 
with arrest, and promised to settle the matter 
with the insurance money she expected to re- 
ceive Jan. 4.

FOURTH OF JULY AT THE FAIR. 

The program for the Fourth of July cele- 
bration at the Fair, though only presented in 
outline, foreshadows a monumental demon- 
stration. It will be Chicago’s day, and Chi. 
cago will see to it that it shall stand out as 
the red letter day not only of the Fair season 
but of the close of the century. There is no 
more patriotic or national city in the United 
States than this. It believes in the Nation 
with a big “*N.”? Chicago stands for the high- 
est expression of freedom, patriotism, munici- 
pal, State, national, and personal liberty. 

When the details of the program upon which 
Ald. Madden is engaged so enthusiastically 
are worked out it will prove to be one of the 
most colossal ever conceived in connection 
with Fourth of July.. Were old John Adams 
alive it would more than satisfy his idea of 
bells, music, fireworks, and popular rejoicing. 
The parade will be a monster one, Ald. Mad- 
den’s invitation is sent broadcast to every 
civic, military, benevolent, “and all other 
societies’ in “* the City of Chicago, County of 
Cook, and State of Illinois.”’. It is intended it 
shall be the biggest procession ever seen: in 


ton Park into the Fair grounds through the 
Midway Plaisance with banners and flags fly- 
ing and the music of hundreds of bands. Un- 
doubtedly the Fair officials also will arrange 
to have the queer people of the plaisance, 
with their quaint insignia, their animals, and 
their music, join the procession, giving the 
assembled thousands “ Yankee Doodile”’ on 
every conceivable instrument. 

The ceremonies will begin at 11 o’clock in 
the Court of Honor. There will be speeches 
and poems—let us hope, however, not too 
many of them—and music by a great chorus 
{ and colossal orchestra. At high noon a flag 
will be raised on the stately Administration 
dome and the new Liberty Bell will be rung 
for the first time. As its tones are struck, 
every bell in Chicago will join it and the city 


all over the country will be asked to sound 
their tocsins at 12 o’clock, Chicago time, and 
thus liberty will be proclaimed anew and the 
old Liberty Bell will sit and listen in the 
- Pennsylvania House, if it is not taken out, as 
it should be, in the procession and given a 
conspicuous place in the ceremonial, At night 
there will be a gorgeous illumination and an 
unprecedented display of fireworks, The 
heavens above Jackson Park will be filled 
with fiery stars and stripes and the glorious 
Peristyle will be a scene of pyrotechnics. 
The detailed list of the fireworks, already 
printed, shows that it will be the finest display 
ever seen in this country. 

From early dawn until midnight indeed 
Chicago proposes to celebrate the Fourth of 
July with a mighty*rush, vim, bang, and 
hurrah that can be felt and heard even in New 
York. It intends to have a carnival of jubila- 
tion and those who are sensitive to noise had 
better begin their preparations now to get out 
of it and make a little more room for the 
hundreds of thousands who will be here. It 
intends to give the Nation an‘object lesson in 
Fourth of July celebrations. To this end it 
invites all the world to come and see how this 
great national city observes the anniversary 
of American liberty. It will be the event ofa 
lifetime. 

DEATH OF SENATOR STANFORD. 

Leland Stanford, United States Senator 
from California, died early yesterday morning 
athis luxurious home, Menlo Park. He wasin 
his 70th year and so corpulent that walking 
was difficult. About two months ago he 
entered on a starvation diet in the hope of 
avoiding death from fatty degeneration of the 
heart; but either the remedy was applied too 
late or his system collapsed under the too 
severe change of regimen. The latter supposi 
tion is teriable, asa few weeks ago his phy- 
sician pronounced all his organs to be in a 
norma! condition, 


practiced law there, resided in Wisconsin 
about four years, and in 1852 went to the Pa- 
cific slope, where, after some months of hunt- 
ing for gold, he became associated in business 
with his three brothers. In 1856 he removed 
to Sacramento to engage in mercantile pur- 
suits on a large scale, but soon turned his at- 
tention to politics. He was delegate to the 
National Republican convention at Chicago 
in 1860 which nominated Lincoln for the 
Presidency of the United States, and he was 
Governor of California during the two years 
ending with December, 1863. In 1861 he 
became President of the Central Pacific rail- 
road company,and superintended the con- 
struction of its line over the mount- 
gains, building 530 milés of it in 
203 days in the rush to carry the 
road 4oas far east as possible before 
meeting the Union Pacific line, then being 
laid from the Missouri westward. He also be- 
came interested in other roads on the Pacific 
slope and in the development of the agricul. 
ture and mining industries of California. In 
1884 he was elected to the United States Sen- 
ate as a Republican and in 1890 was reélected, 
taking his seat March 4, 1891. In memory 


California property valued at $20,000,000, 
including 30,000 acres ‘of vineyard land at

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COMMERCE AND FINANCE CONGRESSES. 
The World’s Fair Congresses of this week 


are deyoted to the consideration of banking, 
national finances, commerce, transpe@rtation, 


life and fire insurance, industrial and joan as- 


sociations, etc., the topies being . broadly 
grouped under the head of commérre and 
finance. These things are intensely practical, 
and in the main the discussions are being con- 
ducted by practical men. Nota few of them 
are recognized as leaders in the depaftments 
of effort about which they have undertaken 
to speak, and. the great majority, both of 
talkers and listeners, have an experimental 
acquaintance with the workings of agcepted 
theories in the world of business, They are 
men who represent and take part in the trans- 
fer of surplus eapital between persans and 
places and the means employed for making 
it profitable as well as affording protection 
against its loss. 

Their views should be of especial interest 
at the present time, when a material gonges- 
tion in business activity is associated with un- 
usual financial stringency, widely beliéved to 
be due to the money policy of the Nation as 
formulated and conducted by the govern- 
ment. Hence the discussion of the money 
question will take first rank in importance in 
the eyes of the public, provided the points 
made commend themselves as helping tow 
better understanding of the intricate prob- 
lem. Both sides are to be presented, and 
both will be listened to ‘respectfully, though 
it is probable that much will be said which is 
of little more value than the chaff that is 
mixed with the grain before the winnowing 
process. It will be well if the argumerits for 
and against silver and other forms of inflation 
be brought out so clearly as to remove some 
of the fog which now prevents the average 
mind from appreciating the grave importance 
of the topic as well-as the nature of the points 
at issue between the advocates of honest 
money and of dollars:so cheap that they'would 
land us into monometallism of, the worst kind 
by driving out the more precious metal. 

It is hardly probable there will be much 
concentration of thought on any purely com- 
mercial topic outside of transportation, ‘which 
is a subject equally within thé domain of the 
railroads, though representatives of thei latter 
may look at it with different eyes from’ those 
of the men for whom the service is performed. 
The proposition to cut off all kinds of @pecu- 
lation in produce would have commanded 
great attention at a congress held - some 
months ago, but now it is regarded widely as 
a dead issue, though it may be revived later. 
The railroad men may be expected to put the 
best foot foremost in the effort to prove that 
it would be for the good of society to permit 
them to pool their work and earnings, bwt will 
not necessarily present anything that i¢ new 
on this well-worn topic or produce much of 
animpression. The banking element should 
contribute something’valuable, 
lation tothe use of the’ metals for mone#, but 
also in regard ‘to the stability of values for 
paper currency as affected by State as well as 
national legislation. The value of this should 
not be any the less for the fact that ig will 
occupy ground as between the two great con- 
tending political parties. 

The insurance men have come well to the 
front, as was to be expected. Talking is 
rather widely understood to be their gorte, 
and sotmhe of them prefer nonsense to silence, 
the latter not availing much to securé new 
‘* business.’? They have undertaken to han- 
dle several highly important topics, some of 
which are the interest ef life insurance in the 
prevention of disease, the value of restrictive 
conditions, the importance of maintaining re- 
“serves, and the question of legitimate pipfits ; : 
the mutual plan, essential elements of fire 
risks, including electricity as a fire hazard, 
and the relation of marine insurance to com- 
merce. On these and other subjects they will 
presenta vast amount of information which 
should be of great interest to the public as 
well as to those engaged in the business of in- 
surance, 
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BANKING AND CURRENCY. 

The address by the Hon. J. H. Walker of 
Massachusetts last evening before the Depart- 
ment of Commerce and Finance was ose of 
the most practically interesting that have 
been made in the World’s Congresses. (As a 
former member of the Committeés on Bank- 
ing and Currency and Coinage, Weights, and 
Measures, as well as by the authorship of 
able papers and a book on financial subjects, 
Mr. Walker has done much to secure s@und 
financial legislation, and his views are ali the 
more important as he ‘will advocate theih in 
the next Congress. An abstract of his address 
will be found on another page. 

Mr. Walker takes the|sound position that it 
is ab irrational to attempt to increase wealth 
by\increasing money as it would be to talk 
about increasing land by increasing deeds, or 
ef increasing merchandise by increasing the 
number of freight cars used for transporting 
it. A sufficiency of both is needed for healthy 
business, but anything in excess of that does 
no good. Banks are public’ markets for’ the 
exchange of their own capital and that of 
others. All the currency or other paper they 
issue is only to facilitate the exchange of ¢ap- 
ital. Government has no capital, being 
in economics only an agent to collect and 
expend taxes. He holds that if we 
bad a banking system, modeled after that 
of England or Germany every loan and 
discount made by our banks could be 
made at a rate of interest of 1 per 
cent less than now. and they could pay as 
large dividends as they now do. The present 
system entails a loss to the people of the 
United States of more than $40,000,000 an- 
nually, and mostly for the reason that net a 
dollar of coin in this country is earning in- 
come or can be made to earn it under present 
arrangements. That can enly be doné on 
coin in bank reserves, where the visible coin 


in Europe is, and is there earning an income, 


The coin in the pockets of the people is a per- 
petual or dead deposit, so far as commerce is 
concerned. Of the “ visible”’ coin, or coins of 
commerce, we have about $805,000,000, 
while England has only $125,000,000, and 
its bank refuses to have more. With three 
times astmuch of the gold of commerce as 
Great Britain has and only one-twelfth the 
demand upon each dollar of gold that there is 
in Great Britain al) our financial troubles and 
anxieties are caused by a discreditable ays- 
tem, not by our lack of financial strength or 
our need of more gold or more coin of any 
kind. People'who talk about relative scarcity 
of coin forget that coin is 10,000 times as ef. 
ficient in trade as it was sixty years ago, and 
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not only: in re- |

be in gold; that banks may issue currency 
notes at any time to an amount equal to their

average reserve. during any six econsecutivd 


months in the previous year, the' Controller 
to have the right to reduce the amount toa 
more recent six months’ average; that banks 
must proportionately take upon themselves 
the current redemption ofiexisting legal-tender 
notes, each bank taking a part of them equal 
to the currency it issues,: the government to 
finally redeem them when the bank goes out 
of business; and that banks may be used by 
the Secretary of the Treasury to do the work 
of current redemption of bank notes, etc, The 
adoption of the bill would eliminate bonds, 
but keep and perfect every other beneficent 


feature of our present national banking sys- 


tem. It imposes a tax of one mill per annum 
on the currency issued, which tax is to remain 
in the National Treasury in place of bond se- 
curity. 


PEOPLE’S DAY AT THE FAIR, 

The Mayor has heartily indorsed the official 
request of the Common Council that the di- 
rectors of the Fair set aside “ one day”’ (not 
‘* Monday,” as some of the directors seem to 
think) in each week which shall be known as 
People’s day “and upom which day the ad- 
mission fee for adults shall be 25 cents and 
for children under 12 years of age 15 cents.” 
The Mayor bases his inddrsement of . the re- 
quest upon three sufficient reasons—viz. : 
That people, assuming their day will be Sun- 
day, are unwilling to pay the same price as 


on other days and have fewer privileges, 


(2) That it will permit strangers to utilize 
Sunday as part of their visitingdays. (3) That 
it will enable the poor to go at least one day 


. in the week. 


The Mayor’s position is well taken. Now 
that the Common Council‘as well as himself, 
representing the city, which has contributed 
$5,000,000 towards the Exposition, has de- 
clared officially that a people’s day with half- 
rate admissions will be a benefit to the people 
their recommendation should“carry great 
weight with it and should be entertained with 
¢areful consideration. No dhe man’s opin- 
ion should ‘be alfowed to ovérride. it. The 
Council only asks that the experiment shall 
be made. It does not specify that any special 
day shall be selected, although there is a 
general feeling in favor of Sunday, be- 
cause that day will best accommodate the 
largest number of people and because more 
are at liberty to go then, parti@ularly among 
the poorand the working classes. All that 
the Council asks is that one day every week 
or two weeks, or the first -or last Sunday in 
each month, be set apart as the People’s 
day. It .is a purely tentative proposition. If 
it works well there can be no objection to the 
continuance of the scheme. If it does not 
work well, it will be easy enough to return to 
the 50 cent rate and no harm will be done. 
It will not need more than one or two trials to 
determine whether the people want cheap 
rates, and meanwhile the Fair will not suffer 
any material financial loss by reason of mak- 
ing the experiment. It may prove that the 
25 cent rate is not wanted by the 
people, and that they do not care to have any 
special day devoted to them, but Tue Tris- 
ung believes the reverse of this will be the 
ease, and that the directors will find that the 
people will welcome the change and will show 
their appreciation of it by attending in great 
numbers. In any évent nojone person should 
be allowed to give a’ final opinion or to pre- 
vent the entirely reasonalile request of the 
Council from being conceded, especially as 
that request is conditioned upon the success 
of a trial, 


LIZZIE BORDEN ACQUITTED, 

Those who read the extended reports of the 
evidence given in the Borden murder trial 
which have been printed by Tue Trrsuye 
must have noticed and been struck by the fact 
of the absence of direct evidlence against the 
defendant. In view of that it is not surpris- 
ing that the jury found a verdict of not guilty 
without hesitation. 

The result in this case illustrates the differ- 
ence between popular and judicial verdicts. 
Very many people were imelined to think 
Miss Borden guilty because there did not seem 
to be any one else who coulil have committed 
the crime. The murdered couple were struck 
down in their own home, which was on a fre- 
quented street; during a summer forenoon, 
while there was no one in orjabout the house 
so faras is known but thd daughter and a 
servant girl. There is nothing to indicate that 
the murder was perpetrated .by any outsider, 
though it was not impossible for some one to 
have entered the house unheard and unseen, 

The murder was not committed for the pur- 
pose of robbery. The peojile, assuming that 
every crime must have an object and knowing 
that Miss Borden had not been on the best 
terms with her stepmother, jassumed that the 
former must be the murderess because she 
was the only one who had an incentive to 
commit the crime. Notwithstanding Miss 
Borden’s irreproachable life and the decided 
improbability of a woman butchering not 
merely a stepmother whom she disliked but 
also her aged father, the popular verdict was 
that Miss Borden was guilty because there did 
not seem to be any one else who could be 
charged with the deed. The jurors, on the 
other hand, finding no direct evidence against 
the. defendant and only some disconnected 
links of circumstantial evidence, were com- 
pelled to acquit. There were)many suspicious 
circumstances, but not one dune justified a 
verdict of guilty, 

Therefore it is not unlikely that this mur- 
der will remain a mystery, like so many oth- 
ers, for it is far from being true that ‘* murder 
will out.” It is barely possible that the de- 
fendant was unsexed enough to kill her father 
and stepmother. If so she would not be the 
only woman who has stained her hands with 
blood since Clytemnestra. It is possible that 
some lunatic slipped into the house afid did 
the butchering. In view of such a possibility 
and of the fact that it was impossible to bring 
any direct evidence against |Miss Borden to 
copnect her with any weapon or show that 
there were bloodstains on her dress the jurors 
could not convict her legally. 

There was one point connected with the 
trial which deserves mention. ~The murder 
took place last August, It has been the sub- 
ject of general discussion ever since. Every 
one has read and talked aboutit. Yet when 
the trial came off a good jury ‘was obtained in 
asingle day. How long would it have taken 
in Cook County? Probably three weeks. 


Here the talesmen are set upon by the law-. 
yers for the defense. They ate asked ques, 


tions which are irrelevant and take up time, or 
which are meant to bewilder and confuse so 
that there may be a pretext for getting rid of 
a competent -juror. In the Borden case the 
examining was done by the bench, and con- 
sisted of little more than the statutory ques. 
tions. Every one of the jurors would have 
been thrown out had the case |been on trial in 
a Cook County court, even though they were 
competent jurors under the Illinois law. 
Those who did not want to sérve would have 
answered some of the leading questions of the

Of course it would. be too much to say that 
these amateur clubs are the absolute foundation 
of the music of America, but it is not too much 
to say that in them musical art has its most pow- 

erful ally and its most beneficent friend. The 
fundamental value of amateur music does not 
lie in the facility with which the fingers can ma- 
nipulate the keys or the voice can trill a song, 

but in the deeper and broader culture it gives to 
the mind and heart—the power to think and feel 
with the mighty creators and their noble inter- 
preters, and to follow them into those supernal 
realms of art whose portals only fully open to 
those who hold the mystic keys. It is this work 

—this broadening of musical knowledge, this 

awakening of an artistic perception—which 

makes the amateur musical club of such great 
value to our young Nation, and it is a great pity 

that these clubs are nearly all confined to the 

female sex, and thus make: the musical culture 

of America a one-sided affair. We ought to make, 
it our next step in the march of progress to erad- 

icate the word ‘woman's’ from the title of the 

amateur musical club and bring into their pleas- 

ant circle the fathers, brothers, and friends 

whose love for and knowledge of music must be 

as carefully cultivated as that of the woman, if we 
are ever to be a musical nation or. do anything 
genuinely great in this beautiful art.’ 

Mrs. Thomas concluded by tendcring thanks to 
the clubs which had sent representatives from so 
great distances to make the first convention a 
success, and expressed a desire that all those 
who had come to add their talent to the meetings 
might take home with them a proportionate ben- 
efit. 

The design of this convention was well stated

It. was a good day for Mendelssohn yester- 
day. The festival program consisted of selec- 
tions from the “ Utrechte Jubilate ” of Handel— 
a piecé written for a special occasion, and there- 
fore not altogether so spontaneous as might be 
desired. It contains some well written music 
which has words set to it for chorus. In réality 


it is generally fugal music such as would be quite : 


appropriate to the organ, but with words applied 
with little judgment, and only with the most 
general correspondence between the text and 

the sentiment of the music. The solo parts are 

still poorer, and might as well have been left out 
altogether. The choral parts introduced the 
festival c take, which appeared with from 800 to 
1,000 voices, the festival chorus of Cincinnati 

being the backbone, aided, perhaps, by the well- 

known Arion‘Seciety of Milwaukee, which is 

now under the able direction of Arthur Weld— 

who is “ runfing ”’ Wagnerian opéra in Milwau-

The parts are well balanced, the soprano lack- 

ing the glorious quality of the Chicago Apollo 
club, but still being good and effective. All the-

learnéd, the best evidence’of which was given by 
the singing yesterday, under Mr. Tomlins’ lead- 
ing, no rehearsal’ having been had under his lead- 
ing until the chogns arrived here. 

The second part of the program was the first 
and best half of Mendelssohn’s “St. Paul,” that 
clever work with which he placed himself at the 


head of contemporaneous writers, and indeed 


upon a pinnacle.of fame above that of any writer 
betwéen Handel and Bach and the present. 
After the fugal work of Handel the more solid 
writing of Mendelssohn came gratefully. For 
with achorus not too well trained the fugal 
work has the effect known to electricians as 
‘dividing the current,’’ where owing to the parts 
running differently from each other the amount 
of mind expressed in any one single part sounds 
as if quartered. In good clubs this is made up to 
some extent by the singers putting in more deter- 
mination in the fugal passages, where there is 
Then when the parts run 
together in great choral chords or unisons, the 
effect is as if all the currents were brought to- 
gether, and the impression tpon the hearer is 
not alone that of more volume of sound but of a 
mightier personality, Something of this was 
shown yesterday at the great choral passages, 
especially in the climaxes, but to nothing like 
the degree that would have been the case with 
two more rehearsals. In spite of the size of the 
chorus it sang well and with easy movement. In 
a few places the organ would have been an im- 
provement—if, unfortunately, the organ of the 
choral hall were not still ugfinished. It is hoped 
that it will be done in time for the closing exer- 
cises of the Bair. 

The solo appointment yesterday was strong in- 
deed. At the head was Edward Lloyd, who 
showed himself a consummate artist in every- 
thing that he undertook, which included the 
famous arid, “ Be Thou Faithful Unto Death ” 
from the second -part of * St. Paul,” besides 
those legitimately within the program. Reci- 
tative and arias were alike done more nearly per- 
fection than we often hear them. Miss Emma 
Juch also showed her delightfully pure and agree- 
able voice and her nrusical nature in the arias of 
St. Paul. In “ Jerusalem, Thou That Killest the 
Prophets,” she sang with most conscientious re- 
serve and truth. Emil Fischer was not success- 
ful in his first aria, * Consume Them All,” his 
imperfect English standing somewhat in his 
way. In his second piece, “O God, Have 
Mercy,” he did some: excellent singing, not im-- 
proved, however, by the portamentos with which 
he occasionally approaches the point of repose. 
The alto, Miss Lena Little, was rather amateur- 
ish and made little effect. 

Today the festival will continue under the di- 
rection of Mr. Thomas, the two pieces consisting 
of parts of Bach's * A StrongMold Sure” and long 
selections from “ Lohengrin.” As all the nétleas 
have part this will be an occasion for singers and 
hearers long to remember.

MILLIONS FOR NEW AMERICAN SHIPS. 


They Are to Be as Fast and Large as the 
Paris and New York. 

New-York, June 21.—{Special.]—Ameri- 
can shipping interests received another im- 
petus today by the election of directors of the 
reincorporated International Navigation com- 
pany at a meeting of men prominent in trans- 
atlantic tragfic held in the office of President 
Charles B. Thurston of the Jersey City and 
Bergen railroad company, Jersey City. Plans 
for the management of the reorganized com- 
pany were also discussei. A certificate of in- 
corporation filed with the County Clerk of 
Hudson County the day before gave the capi- 
tal stock as $15,000,000, divided into 150,- 
000 shares of $100 each. 

This increase is necessitated by the exten- 
sion of the International Navigation com- 
pany’s system. - This American company 
promised to control much of the freight and 
passenger traffic between the United States 
and European ports. The bill passed by Con- 
gress stipulated that the company should im- 
mediately begin the construction of as much 
tonnage as had been benefited by the bill. 
James A. Wright Jr., Vice-President, said this 
evening: . 

Contracts were immediately let for two more 
vessels tocarry outthe provisions of the bill. 
The government subsequently advertised for a 
weekly mail service between the United States 
and some European ports. We bid for this servy- 
ice, and the contracts made between the govern- 
ment and us exact a twenty knot an hour weekly 
mail service between New York and Southampton 
and New York and Antwerp. This contract ne- 


' cessitated the building of five more vessels, which 


the Cramps will construct. These vessels will 
be as large and as fast asthe New York and Paris 
if not larger and faster. An American company 
cannot own foreign vessels outright, and any con- 
trol the International Navigation company will 
have in the Inman and Red Star lines will se- 
cured by the purchase ofthe stock. The vessels 
the Cramps will build will probably cost more 
than $2,000,000 apiece.

His Suburban 
prestige was bound to establish kim in the 
good graces of the public, and he opened an 
overwhelming favorite at 3 to 5, Even 
at this short price the publit money 
began to go on, ery one thinking 
that it was like find money to bet on him 
to beat such common cattle as Count, Leona- 
well, Peg Leg, and Bushrunger, these four be- 
ing the only ones that were arrayed against 
him. Dv-vyer let the public bet on his horse, 
without following suit, and as soon as the bet- 
ting was well under way his commissiofers began 
to make the rounds of‘the ring, betting on Count 
for a place at any odds they could get, ranging 
from 6 to 5 the highest, down to 7 to 10.

Early Sinks to the Lowest Prices on the 
Crop—Reeovery Due to Talk of Euro- 
pean Gold Shipments=Better Cash De- 
mand@Corn Narrow but Fairly Firm 


Provisions Score a Good Decline—In- 
creasing Hog Products, 

General conditions show some improvement. 
There was in certain quarters yesterflay a consid- 
erable better feeling, and it was the result of re- 
assuring events of more or less importance. The 
chief of these was the engagement of a consid- 
erable amount of gold for import. ‘The reports 
of the amount engaged ranged from $1,500,000 
to $2,500,000. Sterling rates were quite heavy 
early in the day, but before the closé of business 
they advanced sharply. The advance was so 
sharp that no further gold imports niiay be looked 
for until there is another decline in sterling 
rates, Amonk other favorable incidents was a 
slackening in the country demand fr currency. 
New York exchange rose to 80c discount. This is 
still below the shipping point, but it does not in- 
dicate anything like such an urgent demand 
ashas been ruling for some days. From New 
York it was reported that the day's shipments of 
currency to the West were about half the amount 
that has been sent out daily for the dast week or 
more, The shipments probably did mot much ex- 
teed $500,000, and it is noticealile that the 
Northwest was calling for little oriany of this.
